«RAHNtUIT.AVOCADO
COCKTAIL

Alternate icctions of grapefruit and 
avocado in a cocktail glass. Serve 
chilled   cither marinated in lime 
juice or with a cocktail sauce pre­ 
pared with 1 cup prepared cocktail 
sauce, 1 cup mayonnaise. Surround 
the cocktail glass with crushed ice.

VANILLA ICE CREAM 
2 Eggs I Tbsp. 
Z Cups milk vanilla 

% Cup sugar V4 T»P- 8al'
1 Cup cream whipped 

Separate the eggs and make a soft 
custard of the milk, egg yolks and 
sugar. Beat the egg whites stiff and 
over them pour the hot custard. 
Add the vanilla and salt and when, 
cold, the whipped cream. Freeze in 
the ice cream freezer.

SPOON IREAD
1 Qt. milk 3 Eggs 1 Tsp. salt 
1 Cup cornmeal 2 Tbsp. sugar 
iTbsp. melted butter 
Bring milk to boiling point. Add 
the cornmeal. Let cook 10 minutes. 
Beat egg yolks, add salt, sugar and 
butter. Add this to, mixture. Then 
fold in whites of 3 eggs beaten stiff. 
Bake in a greased baking dish 30 
minutes in a temperature 350° F.

HOT SLAW
Beat up two eggs, with two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, add 1 tbsp. of 
butter, a tsp. of mustard, a little 
pepper, ana a teacup of vinegar. 
Put all ingredients into a dish over 
the fire and cook like a soft cus­ 
tard. A half cupful of sweet cream 
may be added if desired. Pour hot 
over cabbage and serve at once.

DIXIE DROP COOKIES 
1>4 Cups flour 
l'/i Tsp. baking powder

1/2 Cup walnut meats, chopped
1/4 Cup butter
Vt Tsp. salt
1/2 Tsp_. cinnamon 

2 Eggs
Vi Cup cocoa
t Cup brown sugar firmly packed 
1 Cup cooked rice

Sift flour, measure and sift again 
with cocoa, baking ponder, salt and 
cinnamon. Cream butter, add sugar 
gradually and cream well! Add eggs 
one at « time, beating well alter 
each addition. Add rice, walnuts, 
& then flour. Mix until well blend­ 
ed. Drop by teaspoonfuls on lightly 
greased baking sheet, and bake in 
oven at 375° F. 12 to 15 minutes, 
or until done. This make* 3 dozen 
cookies and they will keep fresh 
for days.

K KiNCH HIED ONIONS 
Cut large Spanish onions in lings 
1/4 inch thick. Cover with milk, and 
allow to stand one hour. Drain and 
'dip in a batter, using 1 cup flour, 
one cup of milk, one teaspoon of 
baking powder, l/2 teaspoon of salt. 
Fry in deep fat

SarHngton Builds 
Att-Steel Shop

  H. C. Barrington, proprietor of 
the Bari'ington .Welding Works, 
Is going in for jobs on a large 
scale.
